crime Police made an 
arrest late Thursday in the 
alleged abduction of a 
woman from the parkade 
at Halifax Stanfield Inter¬ 
national Airport Wednes¬ 
day night. 

Codiac RCMP arrested a 
50-year-old man in 
relation to the incident in 
Moncton, N.B., at 5 p.m. 

The man was arrested 
without incident and was 
to remain in Moncton po¬ 
lice custody overnight. 
Halifax RCMP spokesman 
Cpl. Joe Taplin said Thurs¬ 
day night they hoped to 
have the 50-year-old 
brought to Nova Scotia Fri¬ 
day morning and before 
the courts by the end of 
the day. Taplin said earlier 
Thursday they believed 
the victim of the alleged 
incident, a 41-year-old 
from Halifax, didn’t know 
her abductor, and was 
forced into withdrawing 
money from her bank ac¬ 
count at several ATMs dur¬ 
ing the three-hour ordeal 
which ended in Truro. 

Police say the woman 
told them she went to the 
airport to drop someone 
off, and upon returning to 
the airport’s parking 
garage around 1:30 p.m., 
was approached by a male, 
who threatened and 
forced her into her car. He 
was believed to have a 
weapon. The woman’s 
still-missing vehicle — a 
burgundy 2000 Chiysler 
Intrepid — went 
northbound to Truro. 

Police said she was even¬ 
tually able to escape and 
contact police. 


HRP seize gun 
linked to drive-by 

crime Halifax Regional Po¬ 
lice believe they have 
seized the second of two 
guns used in a drive-by 
shooting earlier this week 
in Dartmouth. 

A resident found the 
firearm near Lake Banoolc 
and called police, an HRP 
news release said Thursday, 
adding officers had already 
recovered another gun and 
bullet-proof vest at an out¬ 
side location after the 
shooting occurred Tuesday. 

Halifax Regional Police 
say officers responded to 
several shots being fired 
from a dark blue Ford 
Fusion, or a similar vehicle, 
just before 9 p.m. that 
night. 

Police believe the intend¬ 
ed victim was a 23-year-old 
man who was walking 
alone between Lakefront 
Road and Joffre Street, but 
no one was hurt. 

Police spokesman Const. 
Brian Palmeter said 
Wednesday the person 
they believe was the 
intended victim hasn’t 
been co-operating with po¬ 
lice.

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Legislature takes off 

Opposition blasts throne speech as lacking

The new-look legislature 
kicked off Thursday with a 
bit of everything — politi¬ 
cal promises, opposition 
attacks and a drop-in by 
the Trailer Park Boys. 

The NDP lacked off its 
first round in the legislature 
with a throne speech by Lt.- 
Gov. Mayann Francis that 
laid out its vision for the 
province. However, aside 
from a promise to overhaul 
the welfare system, the 
speech was almost entirely 
a rehashing of election 
promises. 

Meanwhile, downstairs 
the Trailer Park Boys, in the 
midst of promoting their 
new movie, dropped by say¬ 
ing they wanted to see the 
premier. But because the 
house of assembly was sit¬ 
ting at the time and they 
didn’t have an invitation, 
they got turned away at the 
lobby. 

Back upstairs the opposi¬ 
tion parties wasted little 
time taking shots. Conser¬ 
vative Leader Karen Casey 
said the throne speech 
“lacked any substance.” Lib¬ 
eral Leader Stephen McNeil 
took things a step further. 

“This party was so eager 
to get into government, so 
hungry for power, that they 
forgot to make a plan,” he 
said in his official response. 

Still, the mood was decid¬ 
edly light. When McNeil 


tried to make a negative 
comparison of the NDP to 
the previous government, 
he said the Tories had been 
open and transparent with 
Nova Scotians. That sparked 
hoots of laughter from both 
the NDP and the normally 
quiet spectator balcony, as 
well as cheerful applause 
from the Tories. 

Afterwards, while talking 
to reporters, Premier Dar¬ 
rell Dexter defended the 
throne speech and said his 
government plans to keep 
all of its election promises. 

“For me, this is a new be¬ 
ginning for a new govern¬ 


ment. It is about setting the 
right tone for the years to 
come,” he said. 

Dexter said he wants his 
government to work more 
closely with opposition par¬ 
ties than previous adminis¬ 
trations.

The Supreme Court rul¬ 
ing on Sept. 17,1999, in 
the Donald Marshall case 
recognized that the Mi’lc- 
maq and Maliseet of 
Atlantic Canada have a 
treaty right to earn a mod¬ 
erate livelihood from fish¬ 
ing. But Shawn Atleo, na¬ 
tional chief of the Assem¬ 
bly of First Nations, said 
Thursday Ottawa is still re¬ 
sisting the ruling. 

"Canada has yet to 
recognize our peoples in a 
fundamental way," he told 
a news conference. "We 
still have policy being 
done to us and being done 
for us in isolation of our 
First Nations leaders." 

Atleo said even though 
the judges in the Marshall 
case clearly laid out a need 
for Ottawa to consult with 
native bands in how the 
ruling applies, the federal 
government has yet to ful¬ 
ly recognize the treaty 
right even exists.

Those words were 
scrawled across purple T- 
shirts worn Thursday by 
supporters of Bryony 
House and other transition 
houses.

NASA finds moon 
one cold place 

space Astronomers have 
found the coldest spot in 
our solar system and it may 
be a little close for comfort. 
It’s on our moon, right near¬ 
by. NASA is making the first 
ever temperature map of 
the moon. They found that 
at the moon’s south pole, 
it’s colder than far away Plu¬ 
to. The area is inside craters 
that are permanently shad¬ 
owed so they never see sun. 
Temperatures there were 
measured -238 C. That’s just 
two degrees higher than the 
lowest temperature 
possible. The information is 
from NASA’s Lunar Recon¬ 
naissance Orbiter which 
started its science mission 
last week.

A Yale lab technician

People interviewed by po¬ 
lice have painted Clark as a 
“control freak” who viewed 
the laboratory as his territo- 
ly, and authorities are inves¬ 
tigating whether that led to 
the killing, according to a 
law enforcement official 
who spoke on condition of 
anonymity because the 
probe continues and many 
details remain sealed. 

Investigators are having a 


tough time identifying a 
motive because Clark won’t 
talk to police, the official 
said, noting that authorities 
don’t necessarily need a 
motive because they have 
strong forensic evidence. 

New Haven, Connecticut, 
police Chief James Lewis 
said reports that the two 
had a romantic relationship 
were untrue “to my knowl¬ 
edge.” 

“It is important to note 
that this is not about urban 
crime, university crime, do¬ 
mestic crime but an issue of 


workplace violence, which 
is becoming a growing con¬ 
cern around the country,” 
Lewis said, adding he wasn’t 
ruling out additional

R ecently, in a pre¬ 
election speech, 
Prime Minister 
Stephen Harper 
told a group in a 
closed meeting that he 
needed a majority so his 
government could disman¬ 
tle the firearms registiy 
and focus on “the crimi¬ 
nals,” not “law-abiding gun 
owners.” If only it were 
that simple. Without infor¬ 


mation about who owns 
guns and the guns they 
own there is no way to 
keep them from dangerous 
people. 

For women around the 
world, the greatest risk 
comes from their intimate 
partners. Fully, 85 per cent 
of women murdered in 
Canada are killed by their 
spouse or partner. Most 
who are shot are killed 
with legally owned 
firearms. Gun violence is 
not just an urban phenom¬ 
enon — the rate of women 
killed with guns is higher 
in rural areas because there 


are more firearms. Murders 
are only the tip of the ice¬ 
berg — for every woman 
killed, many more are in¬ 
jured or threatened. 

Four separate domestic 
violence inquests recom¬ 
mended licensing of all 
gun owners and registra¬ 
tion of all firearms. Cur¬ 
rently, licensed gun owners 
are screened for risk fac¬ 
tors. Registration helps en¬ 
force licensing and also 
makes it easier for the po¬ 
lice to remove firearms 
when there is a risk. Across 
Canada, police refer to the 
registiy 10,000 times each 


about gun 


day and routinely check for 
the presence of firearms on 
domestic violence calls, 
and so do other front-line 
workers. Eveiyone should 
remember: “Ask the ques¬ 
tion. Save a life. Are there 
guns?” 

Murders of women with 
guns have plummeted. In 
1991, the year Kim Camp¬ 
bell’s firearms law was in¬ 
troduced, 85 women were 
shot and killed in Canada, 
(0.3 per 100,000). By 2005, 
this had fallen by well 
more than 50 per cent to 
32 women (0.09 per 
100,000). Murders without 


guns did not decrease as 
dramatically. 

Canada’s law has been 
heralded worldwide as a 
model for addressing 
armed violence against 
women. And the United 
Nations has gone so far as 
to suggest that states that 
do not adequately regulate 
firearms fail to meet their 
obligations under interna¬ 
tional law particularly with 
respect to the safety of 
women and children. The 
global campaign to end 
armed violence against 
women, launched by NGOs 
around the world, under- 


laws 

scores the importance of 
regulating firearms to pro¬ 
tect women. In Canada, we 
have made significant 
progress since the 1989 
Montreal massacre focused 
attention of the problem of 
violence against women. 

We should be moving 
forward, not backwards. As 
recent tragedies have 
shown, all too painfully, 
there is much more that 
must be done.

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Another promise gone by the wayside

Stephen McNeil was right. 
And Darrell Dexter was 
wrong. 

During the last provin¬ 
cial election campaign, 
then-opposition NDP 
leader Dexter made a boy 
scout solemn promise that, 
if elected, his government 
would balance the 
province’s books next year. 
Cross his heart. Really... 

McNeil, the then-new 
leader of the nowhere-to- 
go-but-up Liberal party, 
countered — more or less 
— that that was a dumb-as- 
dirt promise to make. 

The economic world, he 
pointed out, was still tee¬ 
tering on the edge of who 
knew what or when. 


Worse, Rodney MacDon¬ 
ald’s incumbent Tory gov¬ 
ernment was playing so 
many peek-a-boo shell 
games with the Nova Sco¬ 
tia treasuiy you couldn’t 
trust anything it said. You 
couldn’t know if you could 
balance the books without 
seeing them. 

Dexter’s dogged insis¬ 
tence that he could/would 
live within whatever our 
means were stemmed part¬ 
ly from his personal histo- 
iy. He comes from a rural 
Nova Scotia pay-as-you-go 
culture in which thrift is 
simple survival necessity. 

But his balanced-books 
promise, of course, was al¬ 
so a partly carefully cali¬ 
brated political calcula¬ 
tion. What better way to 
undermine his opponents’ 
“risky NDP,” “spend-and- 
tax socialists” and “wild¬ 
eyed radical hordes” at¬ 


tacks than to invoke the 
godly ghost of NDP icon 
Tommy Douglas — he was 
premier of Saskatchewan 
for 17 years and never 
once ran a deficit, after all 
— and promise to be just 
like Tommy? 

Dexter convinced voters 
of his sincerity, largely be¬ 
cause he was. 

But that doesn’t make 
him right. 

All you need to do is look 
at the current state of the 
province’s finances. Even 
discounting the NDP’s 
disingenuous trick of 
front-end loading expenses 
onto this year’s budget to 
make the numbers look 
better next year, the actual 
numbers are still awful. 
Trying to balance the 
books at this point in our 
history is wrong-headed, 
perhaps even dangerously 
so. 


Dexter’s government 
created its own get-out-of- 
jail-free card in the guise of 
a blue-ribbon outside eco¬ 
nomic advisoiy panel, 
which is already publicly 
telling him to rethink his 
no-deficit-never mantra. 

Following its advice 
would have political costs, 
of course. McNeil will be 
able to gloat that he was 
right all along — which he 
was — and still be able to 
attack Dexter for breaking 
his word. 

But as bad as that might 
be for Dexter politically, it 
pales in comparison to the 
economic costs if Dexter 
persists with a promise he 
shouldn’t have made in 
the first place. Suck it up, 
Darrell.

1 . The Mooseheads have 
committed to rebuilding 
and recognize that losing 
will be a part of it. They’re 
going to play their young 
players, but head coach 
and general manager Cam 
Russell plans to make the 
kids earn their ice time. 

2 . The Mooseheads are 
sporting new-loolc jerseys, 
adopting the snug RBK 
Edge style that is reminis¬ 
cent of the Minnesota 


Wild. Gone for this season 
are the black and white 
third jerseys with “Hali¬ 
fax” scripted across the 
front. 

3 . The Mooseheads are 
stuck in an absolutely bru¬ 
tal division and are going 
to have to find a way to 
beat powerhouse teams 
such as the Moncton Wild¬ 
cats and Cape Breton 
Screaming Eagles if they 
want to find their way 
back to the playoffs. They 
lost 27 of 32 games against 
the Wildcats, Screaming 
Eagles, Saint John Sea Dogs 
and P.E.I. Rocket last sea¬ 
son, and if that futility con¬ 
tinues, the Herd is in trou¬ 


ble. 

4 . For years, the Moose¬ 
heads have boasted among 
the most Nova Scotians in 
the QMJHL.

There are only two: Hali¬ 
fax’s Gerrad Grant and 
Porters Lake’s Matthew 
Stoddard. But there are 
nine Quebecers and four 
New Brunswickers. 

5 . Tomas Knotelc and Yuri

2 again. But how much 
they score will dictate 
whether the Herd makes 
the playoffs. 

6 . There is no proven sec¬ 
ondary scoring and some¬

Sopho¬ 
mores Gabriel Desjardins 
and Jessylco Bernard; veter¬ 
ans Linden Bahm and 
Matthew Stoddard; and 
rookie Brent Andrews are 
good bets.

“Winning’s the best feel¬ 
ing when you come off the 
ice,” says the Halifax 
Mooseheads goalie. “If you 
worked hard and you win, 
you can’t have any better 
feeling than that.” 

But wins have eluded 
Corbeil in his young ca¬ 
reer. He lost 21 of 24 
games two seasons ago in 
the Quebec midget ranks 
and 14 of 17 last season as 
a rookie with the Moose¬ 
heads. 

He’s faced a whopping 
37 shots per game along 
the way, and things might 
not get any easier this sea¬ 
son on a rebuilding team 
that is loaded with young 
defencemen.

inspirational story right 
about now. 

“There are no expecta¬ 
tions from you or me.” 
That’s what Fleury told 
the media in Calgary. 

Thank goodness, be¬ 
cause that means some¬ 
thing out of the ordinary 
might happen. Heaven 
knows we need deliver¬ 
ance from the dreary mo¬ 
notony of the Phoenix 
Coyotes courtroom saga 
and the endless parade of 
free agents who have 


signed huge contracts to 
play for teams they have 
no particular loyalty to. 

Fleury’s chance to resur¬ 
rect a career cut short by 
drug and alcohol abuse 
marks the possibility that 
sport still has room for 
hope and dreams. Maybe 
this 41-year-old former 
champion is the right man 
to enlighten us. 

Being only five-foot-six, 
he was told he’d never 
make an impact, but he 
scored 455 goals and 1,088 
points in the NHL while 
winning a Stanley Cup and 
Olympic gold. On a purely 
visceral level, Fleury per¬ 
sonified excitement. 

He could skate and 
shoot and rough it up ... 
he was oh, so dynamic and 
the kind of guy you rooted 
for. 

He was a little big man 
who made things happen 
every time he launched 
himself over the boards. 

We shouldn’t dismiss 


Fleury’s desire to return to 
the game he loves. If we 
do, we might be turning 
our backs on the redemp¬ 
tive power of sport. 

It happened with Eric 
Lamaze. A boy wonder 
show jumper who twice 
was banned from the 
Olympics for substance 
abuse, he hung in there 
and won a gold medal at 
the 2008 Games. He’s still 
at the top of his game. 

Maybe it’s because like 
Theoren Fleury, Eric 
Lamaze is a human being 
who has overcome a tragic 
flaw. Perhaps that’s why 
Fleury’s chance is so im¬ 
portant now. 

If he makes good, Fleury 
could prove that sport still 
loves long shots and that 
every once in awhile, the 
unexpected does happen.

review Romantic-comedies 
tend to be the most formu¬ 
laic film genre — two peo¬ 
ple meet, they’re driven 
apart by a misunderstand¬ 
ing, but overcome life's 
complications through the 
power of love.

Eckhart’s Burke Ryan 
closely mirrors the one he 
played in Thank You For 
Smoking. But where that 
character’s smarmy routine 
was played for smart satire, 
Ryan is incredibly earnest. 
Even a dynamite comedic 
supporting cast, including 
Martin Sheen, Dan Fogler 
and Judy Greer, are blunted 
by poor writing. 

Far from hilarious or ro¬ 
mantic, Love Happens is 
nothing but cheap melo¬ 
drama.

gage and unrealistic expec¬ 
tations. 

The film (directed by 
Thirteen’s Karyn Kusama) 
stars Fox as the titular Jen¬ 
nifer, a narcissistic teen 
temptress who, after a rock 
concert goes seriously 
awry, shows up drooling 
blood and hungering for 
human flesh. 

This gives her mousy 
best friend Needy (Amanda 
Seyfried) cause for concern 


as, every month, Jennifer 
must feed on homy class¬ 
mates in order to maintain 
her supernatural sheen. 

Reportedly inspired by 
Sam Raimi’s Evil Dead 
movies, with a heavy dose 
of Carrie thrown in for 
good measure, Jennifer’s 


Body would squeak by as B- 
grade horror comedy but 
there’s a few things about 
it that really bug me. 

First of all, claims that 
the film is pioneering a 
sort of satire about the hor¬ 
rors of high school and the 
terrors of being a teenage 


girl are wrong. Michael 
Lehman’s still brilliant 
Heathers got there first, 
and the Canadian werewolf 
classic Ginger Snaps said 
the same things with much 
more ferocity. 

The chief offender here 
however is Cody herself. 
While her heavily stylized 
teen-spealc worked won¬ 
ders under Jason Reitman’s 
expert direction in the 
magnificent Juno, here it’s 
both distracting, obnox¬ 
ious, self satisfied and even 
smug.

The 
girl can act, she’s a pres¬ 
ence and whether she’s 
vomiting black blood, en¬ 
gaging in a lesbian lass or 
being driven to her own 
doom, she’s never less than 
magnetic on screen.

Sean Kingston earned the 
right to sing the teen 
angst blues the hard way. 

He doesn’t find inspira¬ 
tion in lightweight situa¬ 
tions such as getting 
dumped. No, try living on 
Kingston, Jamaica’s mean 
streets at age 11 after your 
mother and sister have 
been hauled off to prison. 

You’d think this kind of 
experience would breed an 
angry young rapper. In¬ 
stead, the 19-year-old vo¬ 
calist, songwriter and pro¬ 
ducer is making a meteoric 
career out of upbeat, lively, 
positive music. 

“I was very young and an¬ 
gry. I was fortunate to have 
people around me, who 
grounded me and made me 
see there would be a better 
day coming, But it was hard 
and I remember it like it 
was yesterday. For four 
years every day was a strug¬ 
gle.” says Kingston, on the 
line from management HQ 
where he’s “doing things 


for the tour” 

That’d be the one which 
brings him to The Guvern- 
ment Friday in support of 
sophomore album Tomor¬ 
row, as part of an 11-city 
jaunt. The album’s already 
creating a Web stir on ac¬ 
count of its unique promo¬ 
tional component. The CD 
booklet that comes with 
Tomorrow (due out next 
Tuesday), contains a special 
image fans can hold up to 
their computers’ webcams 
to launch an “augmented 
reality” karaoke session on 
Kingston’s website. 

It allows fans to use their 
computer’s video camera 
to record themselves 
singing Fire Burning, along 
with an animated version 
of Kingston called Lil Sean. 
Lil Sean is superimposed 
on existing video format¬ 
ted to make it seem he 


pops out of the screen, as if 
it’s in 3-D. It even allows 
for choreographing of his 
dance moves. Fans can post 
their vids to a social net¬ 
working site, or to seanlc- 
ingston.com, which has a 
section for voting on 
favourites. So far as we 
know, Kingston’s the first 
artist to incorporate this 
kind of interaction on an 
album but he modestly of¬ 
fers it’s no big thing, just a 
kid at play. 

“I was thinking about 
putting in some cool thing 
for people to have fun 
with. I was in the studio 
one day when I came up 
with the idea. We talked 
about it and turned out we 
could do it and didn’t cost 
ah that much. I can’t wait 
for the fans to start work¬ 
ing it.” 

Work it they will, as 


Kingston has a fan base 
that’s bought more than 
six million digital singles, 


4.5 million ringtones and 
over one million albums. 
The tunes on Tomorrow 


are ah about Kingston’s 
trademark meld of reggae- 
flavoured vocals with grab- 
by, melodic pop hooks. 
Standout tracks include 
Fire Burning, the tropicale 
swing of Island Queen and 
the grownup sensuality of 
Wrap U Around Me; 
Kingston’s already a name 
in production circles, cur¬ 
rently working on projects 
for Rihanna among others. 
For his own album, he 
chose to step back from the 
production, leaving it up to 
mega names like Wyclef 
Jean, Timbaland and origi¬ 
nal mentor, J .R. Rotem, to 
give the self-penned tunes 
their proper settings. 

Once the work day is 
done, there are ATVs to 
ride, mucho video gaming 
and beach hanging out 
with buds in store. 

“I don’t drink or do drugs 
and I don’t go to clubs 
much. I’m an outdoors 
kind of guy, that’s the kind 
of stuff I like to do, which 
is why I love Miami. That, 
and the music vibe. The 
sound is well mixed up 
down here. I love that.”

Sass Jordan finds inspiration in the night

As a touring artist, Sass 
Jordan watches days pass 
in a blur of travel. It’s the 
nights, and their perform¬ 
ances and motel rooms 
that become the one con¬ 
stant: The source of her 
memories. 

From the haunting call 
to prayer of a Middle East¬ 
ern muezzin to the fuzzy 
state after a long night of 
partying, the singer and 
former Canadian Idol 
judge drew on her experi¬ 
ences of the hours be¬ 
tween dusk and dawn 
when writing her new al¬ 
bum. 

“I’m not really a night 
owl at all,” said Jordan, 
reached while preparing 
for tour. “(But) that’s the 
most vulnerable time for 
humans — when our bo¬ 
geymen come out. During 
the day you are distracted, 
and in general don’t have 
time to toss and turn and 
think.” 

But along with the woriy 
and insomnia that can 
come once the sun has set, 
Jordan pointed to the cre¬ 
ativity that happens in the 
dark. In Eastern medita¬ 
tion — which the Juno- 
winning singer practices 
— that time of the day is 
considered ripe with ener¬ 
gy- 

“Creation happens in the 
dark. Think of the begin¬ 
ning of life,” she said. 
“That goes on in the dark, 
inside the body: well, un¬ 
less they have a light 
switch in there I don’t 
know about!” 

Jordan channeled that 


creative energy into her 
new album, which she 
hopes echoes the sound of 
Southern California in the 
late ’70s.

glorious California sun¬ 
shine warms the end of 
every tough night. Jordan 
said the magic of that time 
sparkles in songs like Tom 
Waits’ 01 ’55, which she 
covers on the new album. 

“When I was a kid, grow¬ 
ing up in the ’70s, I used to 
love the Eagles. They did 
that song (01 ’55), and we 
covered it in (Montreal’s 
Westmount) Park,” she 
said. “As an adult in L.A., I 
remember driving into 
town from the high desert 
at 6 a.m., with the sun 
coming up, and hearing 
that tune. That’s what the 
song’s about: that experi¬ 
ence, driving with Lady 
Luck. And I experienced it.”

Chris O’Donnell and LL

LL Cool J, who plays 
Callen’s partner, Special

Hanna, hopes fans of NCIS 
will tune in — particularly 



because the original regu¬ 
larly makes the Top 10 in 
ratings — but isn’t making 
predictions on the success 
of his show. 

I think the 
main thing for 
us is approach¬ 
ing (the show) 
with humility 
and being 
clear that noth¬ 
ing is guaran¬ 
teed, that our job 
is to do the best 
work that we can,” he says.

A decade past Rushmore, Schwartzman hits his stride

“Can I do a flashback?” 
asks Jason Schwartzman. 

The 29-year-old actor and 
musician is chatting over 
coffee, sitting in a Manhat¬ 
tan hotel lobby almost Zen- 
lilce, but full of questions 
and curiosity. 

Schwartzman’s story¬ 
telling is vibrant, abstract 
and often not chronological. 
And at this particular mo¬ 
ment, everything seems to 
relate back to the past. 

Schwartzman made his 
film debut 11 years ago in 
Wes Anderson’s Rushmore 


as Max Fisher, the specta¬ 
cled, love-crazed, eminently 
intrepid teenage misfit — 
easily one of the most re¬ 
markable first stabs at 
movie acting. 

“I can’t express enough to 
you how bizarre that experi¬ 
ence was,” Schwartzman re¬ 
calls. “It was like a drive-by 
shooting, but a positive 
one.” 

Playing such a particular 
part at a young age (he was a 
senior in high school) 
seemed just the kind of role 
that might be difficult to 


grow out of. But since then, 
Schwartzman has made few 
missteps and given several 
strong performances. 

He’s played Louis XVI in 
Marie Antoinette (directed 
by his cousin, Sofia Coppo¬ 
la); he starred in David O. 
Russell’s zany I (Heart) 
Huclcabees; and he was one 
of the three travelling broth¬ 
ers in Anderson’s The Dar¬ 
jeeling Unlimited. 

But 2009 is shaping up to 
be especially good for 
Schwartzman. He played a 
memorable smarmy sup¬ 


porting role in Judd Apa- 
tow’s Funny People and he 
lends his voice to Ander¬ 
son’s animated Fantastic Mr. 
Fox, which comes out in No¬ 
vember. 

His highest-profile work, 
though, is starring in the 
new HBO series, Bored To 
Death. He plays a Brooklyn 
writer, Jonathan Ames, who 
after splitting up with his 
girlfriend (and reading a 
Raymond Chandler novel) 
decides to post a message on 
Craigslist offering his servic¬ 
es as a private detective. 


“The characters that I’ve 
been lucky enough to play I 
would say all want some¬ 
thing really badly. I typically 
find that they’re at make-or- 


break moments,” said 
Schwartzman. “I like people 
that are so close to falling 
apart in order to get it to¬ 
gether.”

First gay couple on Newlywed Game 

Star Trek's Takei and partner help break TV show boundaries 


Even as states and jurisdic¬ 
tions made gay and 
lesbian marriages legal, 
The Newlywed Game has 
played it straight — until 
now. 

The long-running game 
show, now on the GSN ca¬ 
ble network, said Wednes¬ 
day it will feature its first 
gay couple this season on a 
celebrity edition. George 
Takei, who played Mr. Sulu 
on Star Trek, will appear 
with his partner, Brad Alt¬ 
man. 

They just celebrated their 
first anniversary after being 
married in Los Angeles last 
September, but they’re 
nothing like the giggly 
young couples the game is 
known for. Takei and Alt¬ 
man have been together for 
22 years. 

“What we want is to dis¬ 
play the normality and the 
joy of having a happy 
union,” Takei said. 

The Newlywed Game has 
been on TV off and on since 


it premiered in prime-time 
on ABC in 1967, mostly 
with Bob Eubanks as host. 
Singer Carnie Wilson is 
now host of the show, 
which is in its second sea¬ 
son on GSN and done well 
in the ratings for the net¬ 
work. 

The show always teased 
and tested couples about 
how well they know each 
other, with the slightly las¬ 
civious Eubanks delighting 
in questions about “making 
whoopee.” 

It has since featured older 
couples, interracial couples 
and some who have lived 
together many years before 
marriage. Even long-ago 
contestants were retested as 
part of Oldyweds Game seg¬ 
ments. 

Kelly Goode, GSN’s pro¬ 
gramming chief, said she 
couldn’t speculate on why 
gay couples were never in¬ 
cluded in the past because 
GSN, the former Game 
Show Network, has only

pable strength: She doesn’t 
play her as a great man’s 
muse, but rather, as a 
courageous young woman 
holding fast against famil¬ 
ial and social pressures to 
break off her romance. 

“I didn’t know much 
about Keats or his work be¬ 
fore we made the film,” 
says Cornish. 

“So I jumped online and 
started reading his poems 
and they just drew me in, 
because they’re so beauti¬ 
ful. In fact, one of the best 
things about doing the 
film was that we had poet- 
ly readings, where the cast 
and crew would sit and 
read aloud together. Like 
we would all get together 
to discuss Ode To A 
Nightingale with wine and 
cheese.”

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A tribute to Heath

The AFF film The Imaginar- 
ium of Doctor Parnassus is 
destined to become best 
known as Heath Ledger’s 
last movie. 

The young actor passed 
away midway through pro¬ 
duction, but rather than 
scrap the film, director Ter¬ 
ry Gilliam pressed on, re¬ 
placing the Aussie actor 
with three famous faces. 

“I just started calling 
friends of Heath,” Gilliam 
said. “It’s as simple as that. 
Johnny (Depp), Colin (Far¬ 
rell) and Jude (Law) turned 
up. It was important that 
they were friends, because 
I wanted to keep it in the 
family. I wanted people 
who were close to him be¬ 
cause, as Colin said when 
he was doing his part, he 
was channelling Heath 
part of the time, so Heath 
was very much still alive in 
some sense. 

“I didn’t know whether 
this would work until I got 
back to London. We were 
working on autopilot. 
Working because that’s 
what we decided to do and 
we got back to London and 
I showed the first cut to 
the post-sound guy, who 
hadn’t been involved in 
the process, and he just as¬ 
sumed it was written that 
way. I thought, ‘It works.’” 

It works not because 
Gilliam changed the script, 
but because of a quirk of

the original stoiy — a mir¬ 
ror that acts as an entry to 
a magical world of imagi¬ 
nation. 

“Nothing was changed 
from the original script af¬ 
ter Heath died,” he said. “It 
was that lucky element of 
a magic mirror. Once you 
decide that faces could 
change as you go through 
the mirror, we were free. 
I’m simplifying it, but 
that’s effectively what hap¬ 
pened. There was some 
kind of movie god, and the 
problem with gods is that 
they’re both evil and won¬ 
drous. There was one that 
got it made and one that 
punished us.” 

Gilliam sees the finished 
film as a tribute to Heath, 
both as an actor and a man 
with many friends who 
stepped in to complete the 
film. A credit where the di¬ 
rector’s name usually sits 
is a tribute to the late actor 
and the respect he earned. 

“Contractually, it was 
supposed to be a Terry 
Gilliam Film,” he said. 
“That’s what the lawyers

'Bolshevik Bueller’ no stretch for Baruchel

Jay Baruchel, a self 
confessed "movie nerd/’ 
says his favourite movies 
are Ferris Bueller’s Day 
Off, the French time turn¬ 
around film Irreversible 
("They’re neck and neck,” 
he says.) followed by the 
uber-violent Battle Royale. 

Favourites though they 
may be, until now he has¬ 
n’t used those movies as 
inspiration for any of the 
characters he’s played in 
movies like Million Dollar 
Baby, Knocked Up or Trop¬ 
ic Thunder. He’s not doing 
a riff on Irreversible’s psy-

chological drama or trip¬ 
ping off to Japan to make a 
movie about school vio¬ 
lence; instead, he stayed 
home — in Montreal — 
and did a take on Ferris 
Bueller. Call it Bolshevik 
Bueller. 

In The Trotsky, he plays 
a young man who is con¬ 
vinced he’s the reincarna¬ 
tion of Leon Trotsky, and 
so tries to unionize his 
high school classmates. 

“I talked to (director) Ja¬ 
cob (Tierney) and told him 
I was scared of playing a 


character ten years 
younger than me, but then 
I came to the Ferris conclu¬ 
sion ... Leon is like Ferris in 
many ways: The way he af¬ 
fects change in other peo¬ 
ple’s lives and goes to war 
against his principal. Also 


there’s the fact that there 
is the same age difference 
— Broderick was twenty- 
six when he played Ferris 
and I was twenty-six when 
I played Leon.” 

With the Ferris connec¬ 
tion made, he says he did- 


§ n’t have to do much prep 
1 to play the earnest Leon. 

5 “I’m horribly earnest 
anyway and disgustingly 
genuine and even more so 
in high school when I was 
incredibly impassioned 
and prone to crying and 
punching stuff and throw¬ 
ing fits and getting angry.” 

Channelling Ferris and 
his younger self is one 
thing, but Baruchel also 
looked to another era for 
inspiration. 

“Because he’s such an 
odd bird, cut out of a dif¬ 
ferent time period, he 
sticks out and that’s why I 
made the decision to walk 
out of every scene strange¬ 
ly.” It’s an affected stride 


that mimics Chaplin’s 
Great Dictator. “Some peo¬ 
ple don’t notice it,” he 
says, “other people notice 
only that.” 

The walk is just one of 
the many “subtle little 
tiles in the mosaic that 
make up this weird guy,” 
but in Baruchel’s capable 
hands, he’s not just a col¬ 
lection of tricks and man¬ 
nerisms but a memorable 
character. Just like Ferris.

Polytechnique honours massacre’s victims

The 1989 Montreal 
Massacre left an indelible 
scar on the Canadian con¬ 
sciousness that won’t van¬ 
ish anytime soon. When 
such an event touches a 
country so deeply, it’s 
inevitable that a movie 
will be made about it. 

It’s all too rare for that a 
film about a true tragedy 
works as a piece of cinema 
while still honouring the 
memory of the victims. 
Fortunately, Denis Vil- 
leneuve’s Polytechnique is 
one of those rare films. 

Everyone involved in the 


project was sensitive to the 
subject matter and en¬ 
sured they weren’t exploit¬ 
ing it in any way. The atti¬ 
tude started with producer 
and star Karine Vanasse. 

“I initiated the project 
about four years ago when 
I was 21 for many different 
reasons that were probably 
unconscious at first,” 
Vanasse says. “The fact that 
I’m the same age as most 
of the girls who died that 
day probably brought my 
attention to the events. 

“When I met (some of the 
victims’ family members) I 
realized that maybe there 
was a point of view of the 
tragedy that hadn’t been 
told before: What the stu¬

dents had to go through.” 

The film examines the 
massacre’s events through 
two students of Ecole Poly¬ 
technique — where Marc 
Lepine fired on a class¬ 
room targeting female en¬ 
gineering students. 

Vanasse quickly found 
support for the project as 
well as a director who was 
perfect for the material. 

“Denis had been absent 
from feature films for 
many years ... and we dis¬ 
covered that he wanted to 
wait until he had grown up 


a bit so that he could say 
something more,” she says. 

The challenge of finding 
a director was nothing 
compared to approaching 
the survivors and victims’ 


families about the film. For¬ 
tunately, they seemed to 
recognize that the team’s 
intentions were pure. 

“Nobody was opposed to 
the film. At a certain point 


some of them didn’t want 
to continue talking about 
it, but ... They felt that 
their story finally had been 
told,” said Vanasse. 

Polytechnique might not 
offer a pleasant viewing ex¬ 
perience, but it’s certainly 
a rewarding one, she says. 
“It’s difficult to take in, but 
I think it leaves you with 
something quite positive. 
People shouldn’t be afraid 
of watching the film.”

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Mini Shuwa: 
Roast Leg of 
Lamb 

In the Arabian Peninsula 
country of Oman, prepar¬ 
ing shuwa is an elaborate 
effort, involving roasting 
in an underground clay 
oven for 24 to 48 hours. 
This mini shuwa can’t 
quite match that tasty way 
of preparing meat and is 
only an easily made repli¬ 
ca — but it’s great for an 
Eid dinner. The Muslim 
holiday starts Sunday. 

INGREDIENTS: 

8 cloves garlic, crushed 
2 tsp salt 
1 tsp pepper 
1 tsp cumin 
1 tsp ground coriander 
seeds 

1 tsp turmeric 

1/2 tsp ground cloves 
1/2 tsp chili flakes 
4 tbsp cooking oil 

2 tbsp vinegar 

1 leg of lamb, from 5 to 6 
pounds, with punched 


holes in a few places 

METHOD: 

Thoroughly combine all 
ingredients, except lamb 
leg, then rub over lamb 
leg, forcing some of the 
liquid into the punched 
holes. Marinate in refriger¬ 
ator overnight. 

Place in a roasting pan and 
cover, then roast in a 250 F 
pre-heated oven for 3 to 4 
hours or until leg is well 
cooked, basting from pan 
juices every 30 minutes 
and turning over once or 
twice. Uncover and roast 
at 350 F for 20 minutes, 
turning over once. 

Carve and serve while hot 
with cooked rice.
